The warm, ■flowing afternoon of n 
Spanish day wns waning- to its sunset, and 
the dimness of the room where Maraquitn 
was sitting wa.s lighted up hy little flocka 
of western raj-s that came through the 
lattices and played upon her wliito dress 
and tho cool white of tho raarblo floor.

•vatch him, as he comes down the street ii 
the twilight, and as he looks up with eager 
glance at tho lattice, to throw a moss rose- 
bud at his feet. Thou knowest, too, that 
at that token be will venture to enter thy 
presence, and that his lips will greet th&u 
as the one dearest to his heart Not witli 
words will bo that greeting, but with 
another language, always understood — tho 
language of kisses. 

No, not with words — for the painter, 
Novaretto, is both deaf and duml* ! But 
there is no need of words for lovers. And 
so it woa with these two lovers ; they met 
and parted, wth only tho soul's tolegiaphio 
fligixols, and they needed no echo from tho 
lips. 

Donna Maraquita hatl been ihvited by a 
friend, some months before, to visit the 
Stodlo of Joan Fornaudes Ximenes Nava- 
rette,-t6 see a beautiful painting of tho 
Virgin which ho had recently- execated. 
This young painter, who waa called El 
Mudo, from his misfortune, was rapidly 
gaining fame, ami this very painting was 
the great stepping-stone to public favor.

known as " The Beautiful Sliepherds." 

Still Maraquita mourned, in .ilmost utter 
loneliness, the loss of her lover. Still did 
Donna Catalina cherish bitterness toward 
hor whom she could not acquit of coquetry 
toward her innocent aud unfortunate son. 
Every one concerned in tho affair was tin- 
happy. Don Albert and his :vvife were mis; 
crnblo, for, although Maraquita minde nd^ 
complaint, her pale thin face was a perpet- 
ual reproach ; and her refusal to go into 
company distressed and annoyed them. i 

Maraquita had heard of the appointment, 
but she heard also that Fernandez had 
ngttin left Sladrid ; she did not know why ; 
but one evening a courier brought her a 
note from Donna Catalina, couched partly 
in bitter and partly inlhumblo terms, in- 
forming hor that her son, "whom her 
cruelty had nearly destroyed," was lying 
dangerously ill, and that she must come 
and look upon the -wreck she had made.

Confirmatory of the letter (publish- 
ed in The (7ofojiw< .yesterday) from- a. 
Canadian ftfinister to an intimate friend 
here comes a dispatch from Sir 
Chakles ToppKn, Minister of Rail- 
ways, to a member of tliij Ottawa 
Parliament under date of UctobGr Ith. 
Sir Charles affirms the intention of 
the Government to place under con- 
tract by the 15th of November, and to 
vigorously press- towards completion, 
125 miles of railway in tho Province. 
,1^0 intimation is conveyed as to route, 
"but the clioico ia believed to lie between 
tho Fraser and Bute Inlet routes. 
Skeena is considered entirely out of 
the race, aud we are sincerely glad to 
be so informed, as tho selection of that 
route for the railway would prove a 
great misfortune for the settled portions 
of tho Province. From tho positive 
tone of Sir Ciiahles Tupper's telegram 
wo infer that J\lr. Camrie's report has 
reached Ottawa, and that the true 
value of Pine Kiver Pass and of the 
Jands stretching from the head of Honi- 
athcp. River to the Kocky Mountains 
filis^been ascertained. A few days 
more and tho vexed question of route 
will bo definitely decided, ^yhatever 
the decision may bo tho people of 
British Columbia must rest satistied 
■with it, and.apply their energies to take 
advantage of the improved condition of 
things that will bo sure to follow close 
on tho heels of actual railway construc- 
tion, whether that construction be on 
Mainland or Island.

The seat 
is a Mainland one, and if the popular 
voice of tho Lower Mainland wore con- 
sulted we believe tlio choice would fall 
on Mr. Huoii Nelson*. Mr. Walkkm 
■will probably suggest that tho position 
be oflered to the local niinistor (jNIv. 
BEAVEN).whom he intends to turn out 
socn after his return from Cariboo, and

tion if he can buy him oft'. Geographical 
lines do not count for much in tho ap- 
pointment of Senators ; but as Senator 
Carrall was from tho ^Mainland it is 
altogether likely that his successor will 
be appointed from the same section.

Another Stormy Mooting. 



Montreal, Sept. 19. — The meeting 
of iriiareholders of the Consolidated 
Bank was continued until about four 
o'clock this afternoon. In the course 
of tho discussion, 

Mr. J. P. Cleghorn asked who inspir- 
ed the bank to assume the liability of 
J. G. Joseph & Co., of Toronto, to J. C!. 
Ascher. (Uproar.) 

Miss McDougall (passiojiately) — 
Answer that question. 

Sir Francis Hincks — I have not the 
slightest objection to answer that ques- 
tion. Tho purchase was made by Mr. 
Rennie without the cognizance of the 
Directors, and at the instigation of Mr. 
Saunders. (Great excitement, groans, 
bisseSi and yells, above which Miss 
McDougaill's voice was heard exclaim- 
ing, "Why didn't you say that this 
morning?") 

Mr. Saunders denied tho imputation, 
but could not get a hearing, being in- 
terrupted by cries of "sit down, you 
villain," ."down, you scoundrel," "ho v 
dare you come before a meeting of 
ladies 1" 

A gentleman shouted — "Look at that 
man; that is one of your Directors; 
look at him; hisi apj)earance is enough. 
If I had seen him before, I could ne\ er 
have bought stock." - 

Sir Francis Hincks — There is a paper 
in the bank in Mr. Saunders' writing, 
which will substantiate what I say. 
■ Miss MnDougall — It is not true. 

Sir Francis Hincks (throwing the 
paper on the table) — "There it is." 

Mr. Saunders advanced towards the 
table, apparently to take up tho letter, 
but :was anticipated by Miss IMc- 
Pougall, who snatched it up and bran- 
dished it triumphantly, amid enthusias- 
tic cheers. 

Miss McDougall — Any document is 
safe in Miss McDougall's hands. 

The lady then sat down and read the 
letter deliberately to the meeting, as 
follp\vs: 

"H: '& A- Saunders, Wholsesale .Towel- 

ers, 60 St. James street. 

Montreal, Dec. 7, 1S77. 
[Memorandiun.] 

"1. Tho stock of tlio London and Paris 
House in Toronto to bo purchased in tho 
name of Aaoher & Co., at Mr. A. Saund- 
ers' discretion. 

-'f2. ^Whatever price is paid slmll bo 
satisfactory to tho bank. 

"3. Mr. IVIcCrackon to have authority 
to cash tho cheque of Asclier & Co., ro- 
proaenting 10 i)or cent, amount of tho 
purchase on Tuesday next and likewise of 
a further 10 per cent, on taking delivery 
of tho stock to accord with the terms of 
sale (onW-fifth 'csuh), balance of purcliaso 
tobe settled by'h'otoB if • endorsed by A. 
Saundora. The bank to bo responsible 
for tho said ondorsation, contingent upon 
Saunders lianding tho bank a mortgage 
on the stock, reserving his own claim out 
of tho London and Paris house first. ■ Mr. 
Saunders to hand over the amount realiz- 
ed for tho estate of his claim to the bank. 

"Tho purchase of tho stock includes 
loaso of promises to Juno 1st next by pay- 
ing rental from tho time of possession at 
the original figure. Tho interest of tho 
eighteen years' lease from Juno 1st to bo 
purchased like the stock at Mr. Saunders' 
discretion by Mr. Ascher, or let go as ho 
may think best, irrespective oi the stock."

Sir Francis Hincks said it was very 
difficult to a.scertaiu liow the Bank 
had become involved in this account. 
Tho iirin was a very old one, and had- 
a very extensive business, . some of 
tiieir paper being from firms in . St. 
John's, Newfoundland, Charlottetown, 
P. E. I., Halifax, Fredericton, Toronto, 
Hamilton, Kingston, and otlier cities. 
Tlio paper submitted was supposed to 
be in tlie ordinary routine, but unfor- 
tunately the General Manager had been 
induced, as ho states amongst other 
things, to go into irregular transactions 
with tliat iirm. Money had been ad- 
vanced for large amounts on ware- 
house receipts without tho goods being 
examined and they had been allowed 
to overdraw their account. The Direct- 
ors expected to have a statement of 
tho creditors made at every meeting, 
but tlie lial)ilities were not correctly 
stated. It has since been found out 
that tho clerk had boon instructed not 
to put Ascher's liabilities on tlie liabil- 
ity ledger, as in the case of other ac- 
counts. In this special instance Mr. 
Rennie informed Mr. Morgan what 
amounts to put down to Ascher & Co. 
On April 3d, in this ledger, the amount 
duo the Bank by tlii.-i firm was ])ut 
down as SloS.OOO. ■

— Many jiersona 
hero regard the Ainocr's arrival in the 
British ca np a.s an astute more on his 
part to foster the belief that he is in- 
nocent of complicity in the murder of 
the British Envoy at Cabul. On the 
other hand, the officer.s express confi- 
dence in his cutiro innocence.

It is understood that Sir Rowland 
Hill has left behind him a detailed 
autobiography giving a full account of 
his public life- It has been lying in 
manuscript for some year.s. 

Railway accidents, strictly so called, 
do not appear to have caused the death 
of a single passenger 011 the lines of tho 
United Kingdom during the six months 
ending with Juno last. 

Her Majesty Queen Victoria has in- 
tiriiated that tlic sale of tho photographs 
of tho so-called fashionable beauties 
has her .severe disploa-iuro and an earn- 
!st attemjjt i.s to bo made to limit tho 
abuse. The principal sinners, says an 
Englisli weekly, are ladies of the aris- 
tocracy, and the remedy lies in Her 
Majesty's own hands. 

A sum of £29,550 has been paid 
over to tho Loudon hospitals and other 
charitable institutions out of the funds 
placed at tho disposal of his executors 
by the late Mr. James Graham, of 
Cornw^all Terraofl, Rpgnnt's Pftrk. TI>o 
amounts vary from ^2,600 to .£250. 
This is a second series of bequests made 
by Mr. Graham. 

The Scotsman gives a list of sub- 
scriptions which have been given to 
secure tho return of Conservatives in 
Scotch burgs at the next election. Tho 
Duke of BuGcleuch is down for ^1000; 
Central Association, £1000; the Duke 
of Richmond, £500; the Earl of Moray, 
£500; the Marquis of Bute, £500; tho 
Earl of Wemyss, £3000; Lady Camp- 
bell, £100; Lord Glasgow, £100, and 
Sir Thomas Gladstone, £50. 

The will of the late queen-mother of 
Spain has been proved. It is a some- 
what curiously interesting document. 
By it she bequeathes a largo sum of 
money for masses — 5,000 to be recited 
for her soul, a similar number for the 
souls of her deceased hu.sbands, 1000 
for the souls of her, deceased children 
and 500 for those of her deceased 
grandchildren. Various amounts are 
bequeathed to the poor of several pro- 
vinces of Spain and Franco. Any 
papers properly belonging to the Gov- 
ernment of Spain are to be given up to 
King Alfonso. The bulk of her pro- 
perty, which is very considerable, she 
distributes among the members of her 
family. 

A frightful accident occurz'ed recent- 
ly, according to Galignani, at tlic Seven 
Sisters' Pit, Dowlais, Glamorganshire, 
a colliery belonging to Mr. David 
Bevan, of Neath. Seven of the second- 
shift men were descending the shaft in 
tlio usual cage, and when about sixty 
yards from the bottom one side of the 
cage suddenly became fixed against the 
guides and at once tilted over, and three 
of tho men were precipitated to the 
bottom of the pit, two being immediate- 
ly killed, and t^e third injured so se- 
verely that he died three hours after- 
ward. Tho other four men were badly 
hurt, but managed to cling to tho cage 
until the engine-driver, noticing some- 
thing wrong, revensed the engine and 
brought the cage free from the obstruct- 
ion.

The boat has 
not yet been found, and as slu! wa.s 
heavily ballasted with stone it is pre- 
sumed she sunk and that tho three oc- 
cupants were drowned. The weather 
was very stormy at tiie time.

Terrible Severity to Russian Pol- 
itical Prisoners. — Official details now 
published serve to confirm tho aston- 
ishment at the terrible severity of the 
sentences on the Odessa political con- 
victs. The ofiicial publication states 
that in all twenty-eight prisoners were 
found guilty of having belonged to an 
illegal society, which called itself the 
social revolutionary party, and asjjired 
bj' means of revolution to ovcrtlirow 
the governments, established in Russia. 
The girl Goukoffski, aged 15, and con- 
demned to banishment in Siberia, with- 
out term, is especially charged with 
having, on July 24, 1878, on tho con- 
demnation of Kovttlski, cried out, "Ko- 
valski is condemned to death !" For 
these words, so natural under the cir- 
cumstances to an excitable child of 15, 
this unfortunate little girl has already 
spent thirteen months in tho conimou 
criminal jail, and is now to join the 
chain gangs of thieves and murderers, 
and drag her weary footsteps over the 
Siberian wastes, with the cruel knout 
of tho Cossack escort ever 'ready to de- 
scend on her frail shouldei"S and urge 
hei forward to her living grave.
